EX-ENVOY SAYS Z0G LEFT 
TIRANA WITH $10,000,000 


Former Minister to United States 
Reports Albanians Are Forming 
Independence Movement. 

WASHINGTON, Aug 11 (AP).— 
Faik Konitza, former Albanian Min- 
ister to the United States and now 
a man without a country, disclosed 
today that Albanians are forming 
an international organization to 
help regain independence for their 
native land, 

The latest State Department 
diplomatic list omits Konitza’s name 
for the first time since the Italian 
domination of Albania. This was 
done because Secretary of State 
Hull announced last month that the 
American Legation in Tirana was 
being closed. 

“Albania will once again be inde- 
pendent,” said Konitza, who will be 
permitted to live here as long as 
he wishes. “Albanians themselves 
are determined upon it. It will 
come about through one of two 
means—either a general war in 


which Italy will be defeated or 
through a change of regime _ in 
Italy.” 

Konitza; who represented his 


country here for nearly 13 years, 
said he is awaiting advices from 
King Zog, who fled before the Ital 
ians and who now lives in France. 

“Judging from the number of 
letters I have received from Ameri- 
cans,” he said, hey seem to be- 
lieve King Zog left*Albania with- 
out any money. One large company 
offered to make him a director if 
he would come here. But the fact 
is that he managed to take out $10,- 
000,000 with him.”

Tells Young Democrats He 
Will Have No Part in 
Party ‘Suicide’ With Lip- 
Service Candidate. 


THIRD TERM URGED 
FOR ROOSEVELT IDEAS 


Senator Barkley Says New 
Deal is Proud to Pro- 
claim Its Record to the 
People. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Aug. 11 (AP). 
~-Spirited young Democrats, cheer- 
ing for a “third term” for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, entered the second 
session of their annual convention 


today after hearing the chief execu- 
tive assert he would not support a 
conservative for President in 1940. 

Echoing the President’s senti- 
ments, Senator Barkley of en- 
tucky, the majority leader, today 
'told the convention that any man 
or group who believed the party 
would write a platform and name a 
candidate repudiating eight years 
of Roosevelt “should consult an ex- 
pert on mental disorders. 

“I come here not to defend, but 
to proclaim, not to retreat but to 
advance, not to apologize but ex- 
press infinite pride in a record that 
has benefitted the people. 

“We not only stand on our public 
record, but. are proud to proclaim 
it to the people and will stand on 
it in 1940.” 

In a carefully worded message 
to the convention here last night, 
President Roosevelt said: 

“If we nominate conservative 
candidates, or lip-service candi- 
dates, on a straddlebug platform, 
I personnally, for my own self res- 
spect and because of my long serv- 
ice to, and belief in, liberal dem- 
ocracy, will find it impossible to 
have any active part in such an un- 
fortunate suicide of the old Demo- 
cratic party.” 

Says Conservative Will Fail. 


The President still kept his own 
counsel about a third term, but 
asserted flatly the party -would 
“fail if it goes conservative” or is 
“led by people who can offer 
naught but fine phrases.” 

Shortly after the convention heard 
the Roosevelt message read amid 
cheers by Pitt Tyson Maner of 
Montgomery, Ala., retiring presi- 
dent of the Young Democrats, the 
audience stood and applauded a 
statement by Senator Pepper 
(Dem.), Florida, convention keynot- 
er, advocating a “third term for 
Roosevelt's ideas” in 1940. 

The delegates cheered without | 
hearing the word “ideas,” but Pep- 
per told reporters he stuck to his 
prepared text before the micro- 


phone.

BY UNDERPASS CONSTRUCTION 


Street and Sidewalks Torn Up for 
Two and a Half Blocks Along 
Chippewa. 

Residents along Chippewa street, 
between Meramec street and Holt 
avenue, have been virtually strand- 
ed in their homes as a result of 


the construction of the new Chip- 
pewa street underpass at the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad tracks. 
The street and sidewalks along 
the two-and-a-half block stretch 
have been torn up in preparation 
for lowering the grade for the 
underpass, making it hazardous 
for residents to get to their homes.

sive administrations but has 
found fault with the methods 
requisite for putting and keeping 
these principles at work. Uni- 
formly they appealed to such ele- 
ments in our own party as 
dreaded the departure from an- 
cient habits or were responsive 
to the powerful agencies that fi- 
nanced and controlled local poli- 
tics. Probably the hoariest story 
of corruption in American elec- 
tions is the history of those 
monied magnates who contrib- 
uted vastly to the campaigns of 
candidates of both parties with 
the idea that they could continue 
control regardless of the way 
which the political cat jumped. 


Just as there are progressives 
in the Republican . ranks, so 
there are reactionaries in our 
own party. Political affiliation 
is often the child of hereditary 
principles, begotten in the first 
instance of issues of terrific im- 
portance in the beginning but 
which have no more significance 
at present than the inflamed 
controversy of a century and a 
half ago as to whether the cap- 
ital of the United States should 
be at Washington or somewhere 
on the Susquehanna River. 


Always has it been the aim of 
the enemies of liberalism to seek 
to attach to themselves such 
members of our party. Some- 
times they have succeeded; 
sometimes they have failed. 

When they have succeeded 
they have not infrequently been 
successful in their efforts to sup- 
plant a Democratic administra- 
tion wtih a Republican admin- 
istration. Such, happenings, 
though they have brought dis- 
may for a period, have not suf- 
ficed to stop the general and 
inevitable movement to make 
our country a better country for 
all of us rather than to make ita 
lush pasture for the seekers and 
holders of privilege. 

Every Democratic administra- 
tion has left a progressive mark 
on our own history and has in- 
fluenced world progress as well. 
But when it has been succeeded 
by a typically Republican ad- 
ministration, progress has 
slipped backwards—sometimes a 
few feet and often many miles. 
It has been said that a great 
many voters today want us as a 
nation to stop, look and listen. 
What they fail to understand is 
that nations cannot stand still 
because by the very_act of stand- 
ing still, the rest of the proces- 
sion, moving forward, inevitably 
leaves them in the rear. There- 
fore their desire to stand still 
actually means moving back- 
ward in relation to the rest of 
the world. 

Republican and Democratic re- 
actionaries want to undo what 
we have accomplished in these 
last few years and return to the 
unrestricted individualism of the 
previous century. Republican 


ate future. 

Liberals on the other hand are 
those who, unlike the radicals 
who want to tear up everything 
by the roots and plant new and 
untried seeds, desire to use the 
existing plants of civilization, 
to select the best of them, to 
water them and make them 
grow—not only for the present 
use of mankind, but also for the 
use of generations to come, That 
is why I call myself a liberal, 
and tl)..t is why, even if we go 
by the modern contraption of 
polls of public opinion, an over- 
whelming majority of younger 
men and women throughout the 
United States are on the liberal 
side of things. 

In considering the present and 
the future of American politics 
or policies, you have the right 
and the duty to say to those 
who want to stand still—‘have 
you no program other than 
standing still? We are not satis- 
fied if you tell us glibly that you 
believe in taking care of old 
people; that you want the young 
people to have jobs; that you 
want everybody to have a job; 
that you believe in a fairer dis- 
tribution of wealth—we insist in 
addition that you give us speci- 

.fications of how you would do 
it if you were in power.” 

Do not let the reactionaries 
and the conservatives get away 
with fine phrases. Pin them 
down and make them tell you 
just how they would do it. 

The Democratic party will fail 
if it goes conservative next year, 
or if it is led by people who can 
offer naught but fine phrases. 

Last winter, in speaking at the 
Jackson day dinner, I referred 
to the sad state the country 
would be in if it had to choose 
between a Democratic tweedle- 
dum and a Republican tweedle- 
dee. I want to amend that 
simile, so let me put it this 
way: The Democratic party will 
not survive as an effective force 
in the nation if the voters have 
to choose between a Republican 
tweedledum and a Democratic 
tweedledummer, 


If we nominate conservative 
candidates, or lip-service can- 
didates, on a straddlebug plat- 
form, I personally, for my own 
self respect and because of my 
long service to, and belief in, 
liberal democracy, will find it 
impossible to have any active 
part in such an unfortunate 
suicide of the old Democratic 
party. 

I do not anticipate that any 
such event will take place, for I 
believe that the convention will 
see the political wisdom, as well 
as the national wisdom, of 
giving to the voters of the Unit- 
ed States an opportunity to 
maintain the practice and the 
policy of moving forward with 
a liberal and humanitarian pro- 
gram. A large part of the re- 
sponsibilty for such a choice of 
fundamental policies lies in the 
hands and in the heads of the 
younger men and women of the 
nation. Be vigilant to keep 
tories from controlling your own 
ranks—just as vigilant as you 
will be to keep tory Republicans 
from controlling your own 
nation.

Negotiations Proceeding in Mos- 
cow for Revision of Commer- 
cia] Treaty. 


_CHUNGKING, China, Aug. 11 
(AP).—Reliable sources intimated 
today that the Soviet Russian-Chi- 
nese commercial treaty of June 16 
might be broadened to provide as 


high as 700,000,000 rubles (nominally 
$133,000,000) in credit and material 
aid for China. 

Chinese finance officials readily 
admitted that Chinese-Russian 
negotiations were proceeding at 
Moscow. The negotiations were de- 
scribed officially as in preparation 
for continuance of the barter agree- 
ment between the countries. 

A preliminary Russian credit 
amounting to approximately $30,- 
000,000 was said to have been ar- 
ranged. It was said China would 
grant economic concessions in the 
Northwest and provide Russia with 
certain raw materials. 


Export Grain Rates Held Up: 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has suspended Illinois Central 
Railroad schedules proposing to re- 
duce rates on grain for export from 
points in Illinois to New Orleans, 
La., and Gulfport, Miss. Typical of 
the proposed reductions were: From 
Chicago to New Orleans, reduced 
from 24.5 cents to 20.5 cents a hun- 
dredweight and from Springfield to

Record for One Game. 


Bill Terry and his New York 
Giants were the attraction on 
Sept. 15, 1935, when the largest 
crowd ever to see a single game 
in St. Louis assembled at Sports- 
man’s Park. On that Sunday aft- 
ernoon 41,284 persons paid to see 
the Cardinals and Giants in ac- 
tion. The Cubs, who won the pen- 
nant that year, were leading the 
Cardinals by a narrow margin, 
which probably accounted for the 
fan interest. 

Records at the Cardinal office 
show there were two other crowds 
of more than 38,000 for league 
games at Sportsman’s Park. On 
Sunday, June 27, 1937, a duel be- 
tween Carl Hubbell and Dizzy 
Dean attracted 38,754 cash cus- 
tomers and back in 1928, on May 
20, the Giants, then led by the 
late John J. McGraw, were the 
attraction with the Cardinals, 
drawing 38,296 cash customers to 
the Grand boulevard park. 

It is interesting to note that 


Cardinals could continue their 
spurt and overhaul the Reds, 
there would be large crowds again 
at Sportsman’s Park.

“The way to stay out of Europe,” he is quoted, “is 
to stay out. If we attempt to influence the course of 
events, prior to hostilities, by throwing the American 
productive capacity on arms, ammunition and imple- 
ments of war into the balance, we would be gambling 
with the fate pf the 130,000,000 people who live in the 
United States, plus those who live in the Western 
Hemisphere.” 

But is it not plain that by this embargo we are 
doing precisely what La Follette warns us against, 


What does this embargo mean, in military terms? 
It means, undeniably, that, by an act of Congress, the 
United States has announced, and will maintain, a 
blockade against England and France which the com- 
bined navies of Germany, Italy and Japan could not 
enforce—would court destruction if. they attempted 
to enforce it. 

What effect will this policy have on the axis 
Powers? How will it affect Hitler, upon whose will, 
so Winston Churchill has just said, depends the peace 
of Europe? It may not speed up his decision to cast 
the fateful die. But next to our actively allying our- 
selves with the axis Powers, Hitler could not ask 
more, certainly could not expect more from America, 
than this very embargo. When La Follette insists 
that this action is not “influencing the course of 
events prior to hostilities,” his reasoning is disheart- 
eningly specious.

The private life of the Mussolini family is private | 
indeed. The Fascist censors struck out twice yester- | 
day against intrusions upon that privacy. In one | 
case, they barred an issue of the magazine Time 
giving a portrait of Mussolini’s favorite child, the 
Countess Edda Ciano. In the other instance—the 
most devastating use of the power of censorship 
against a foreign news agency recorded in Italy to 
date—the Ministry of Popular Culture closed the | 
Rome bureau of United Press and expelled its Rome 
correspondent, Herbert R. Ekins. The reason assigned 
was a story which the London bureau of the United 
Press recently sent out repeating English reports 
that Il Duce had been seriously ill.

DIAGNOSIS: This is not an uncommon 
case. In fact, physicians often ask the ex- 
pectant father how he feels, and are not 
trying to be facetious by such a question, 
although the wives may laugh and wonder 
why on earth any solicitude is wasted on 
the father-to-be. But many intelligent hus- 
bands are very susceptible to the moods of 
their wives, and by the law of suggestion 


can become a victim of similar symptoms.| 


Nobody is entirely free from such suggestibility. Haven't you observed 
how much better you feel when the physician enters your sick room” 
You brighten perceptibly, especially if he is a cheerful person in whom 
you repose utmost confidence. 

You don’t have to wait for his medicine or even for his fingers on 
your pulse in order to feel the reassurance. Such an effect is purely 
psychological. It shows the result of suggestion. Many of our pills and 
liquid medicines are largely psychological in their effect. But don’t make 
the error of thinking that all of medicine is psychological. 

Germs are very real entities. You can even see some of them swim- 
ming around under the microscope. And many of our drugs operate 
despite your mental attitude of the moment. But rarely will medicine 
kill germs. In fact, you can place the germs of syphilis in a test tube 
full of arsenic or bismuth, mercury or the iodides, which are standard 
medicines for treating such a disease, but the spirochete of syphilis 
will swim around in disdain of such drugs. 


_ ———O—O-——— 

THESE CHEMICALS, therefore, don't kill germs directly. They 
seem to activate the body, however, so that it wages a more vigorous 
fight until all the germs are destroyed. These drugs may act some- 
thing like the catalysts with which chemistry students are familiar. 
Actually, your body cures itself. Germs are destroyed by being gobbled 
up by your white blood corpuscles. Medicines don’t work on the germs 
themselves, but simply assist your body in promoting better elimina- 
tion via bowel and kidneys, more iron for red blood cells, etc. 

It is much easier for a physician to heal his mental patients by 
using tangible things such as pills and bottled liquids, than by words 
alone, for people are worshipers of concreteness.
